ot so long ago, leather clothing meant one of two things: bad girl or 
cowgirl. The motorcycle jacket or the fringed blazer. Then brown 
suede bomber jackets, worn loosely, began to appear. Next, 
straight leather skirts showed up. Encouraged, stores put out a few 
pairs of leather pants and women not only bought them, they wore 
them. In public. After that, there was no holding back. 

This fall, leather means only one thing: chic. In fact, leathers, suedes, and skins 
are so prevalent that you'll be hard pressed not to add at least one piece to your 
wardrobe this year. “Women in leather is so hot for fall,” says Donna 
Montgomery, public-relations and fashion director for Sara Fredericks at Copley 
Place. ‘“‘Women want it in their wardrobes. They wanta total leather look.” And, 
in fact, the trend is to wear several pieces together — a suede jacket over a leather 
skirt or a three-piece combo of blazer, slacks, and camisole. 

If that’s a bit too much for you, don’t worry. You can also get a taste of the 
leather look in more traditional pieces. Leather and reptile trims are showing up 
everywhere, from a placket on a wool coat to an insert on a knitted sweater to a cuff 
on a gabardine sleeve. “We're seeing leathers and skins as trim on pockets, sleeves, 
collars, you name it,” says Anita Chilen, president of Charles Sumner. “Designers 
are combining suedes and leathers and fabrics and leathers. There are no hard and 
fast rules you have to follow.” 

There are, however, some trends. Leather and suede, with their soft, lustrous 
look and feel, are being sensuously paired with silk and challis. And, particularly

in accessories, skin trims — 
such as ostrich, python, and 
alligator — are layered and 
pieced together for a 
multidimensional effect. 

In shapes, the rules are 
being broken. Sure, there are 
bomber jackets, and the pants 
have straight legs. But there 
are also dolman sleeves, 
gathered waistlines, cuffs, 
cummerbunds, and self-belts. 
“I'd say that whatever fabric | 
can do, leather and suede are 
doing this year,” says Yolanda 
Cellucci, owner of Yolanda of 
Waltham. She notes that 
pleats, plackets, cowls, and 
camisoles are among this fall's 
popular leather fashions. 
“The oversized leather jacket 
is especially big for fall,’ says 
Montgomery, adding that, | 
with the jackets, we'll see 
smartly tailored pants and 
skirts. ““Most of this fall's 
skirts are still straight, and 
pants have straight legs, but 
you'll find belts on the skirts 
and cuffs on some of the 
pants,” Montgomery 
continues. 

Even the straight lines and 
classic shapes have a new 
twist: texture. A two-piece 
dress at Divino, on Newbury 
Street, features a pattern of 
leather and suede that gives 
the garment an etched or 
stenciled effect. Marcy Rubin, 
a representative for Divino, 
also mentions leather skirts 
and pants with pressed 
patterns resembling those of 
natural skins. 

Which brings us to the 
hottest skin for fall — ostrich. 
What you get is usually faked, 
since the cost of the real thing 
is astronomical. But that 
hasn't stopped designers from 
adding ostrich patterns to 
clothing and accessories. 
Close behind the rare bird in 
popularity are python and 
alligator. 

And this year’s leather 
landslide comes in colors — 
lots of them. “Jewel tones are 
predominant,” says 
Montgomery. “Not that black 
and brown aren't important, 
but the rich ruby, emerald, 
and topaz shades are all the 
rage in Europe.”’ Leather in 
dyed metallic colors will also 
be popular for evening wear,

predicts Lila Schwartz, who 
runs the accessory department 
at Sara Fredericks. 

And where will people wear 
these soft, colorful, shapely, 
chic garments? “People are 
wearing leather everywhere. 
They’re not reserving it for 
one look or one kind of 
occasion,” Montgomery says. 
Cellucci agrees. “It’s not just 
casual sportswear anymore. 
My customers are wearing 
suede dresses and shoes to 
cocktail parties. And a piece 
with classic, clean lines, such 
as a blazer, works for 
business,” she adds. 

According to Cellucci, 
‘Leather has become so 
pervasive, it’s available ata 
*. wide range of price points. 
Almost everyone can afford to 
buy it.”” Maybe, but can they 
afford to keep it? Ah, there’s 
the rub, literally. Although 
leathers and skins will usually 
wear for ages, they’re 
notoriously hard to keep 
clean, and the cost of cleaning 
is high. 

According to our fashion 
sources, an ounce of 
prevention will be well worth 
your trouble. Apply 
Scotchgard or silicone spray to 
leathers and suedes before you 
wear them, and invest ina 
good suede brush. Buy pieces 
that are lined or wear a good 
slip under them, so that 
garments don’t stretch or sag. 
Avoid ink and solutions such 
as nail polish and remover — 
their stains are virtually 
impossible to remove. 

Finally, Rubin warns sternly, 
“Don’t get caught in the 
rain.”

ven though the public is becoming a bit more modest 
about flaunting designer labels on the outside of its 
handbags and glad rags, it still hasn’t lost its 
fascination with the “big name.” Designer-perfume 
lines are flooding the cosmetics market in greater 
numbers than ever before. And though many of them 
do smell wonderful, it’s not scent alone that succeeds in selling 
these prestigious little bottles for upward of $25 an ounce. “People 
are becoming very aware of public relations and advertising,” says 
Gail Hootstein of Newton’s Beauty Connection, a discount beauty- 
supply store. “When they pull something out of their bag, they 
want it to look impressive.” Because “class” is currently the most 
sought-after commodity in the advertising world — bottled, boxed, 
or wrapped — the designer perfumes are running circles around 
less expensive new scents, such as Forever Krystle, says Hootstein.

fragrance consultant Judy Rubin. 
Most of the more popular new scents 
are floral-based, with varying 
degrees of spicy accents. 

Some consumers, however, refuse 
to be swayed by trends when it comes 
to deciding what really makes a 
topflight fragrance. ““Designer 
perfumes are faddish,” says Cathy 
Botindari of Colonial Drug, in 
Cambridge, which specializes in fine 
European and hard-to-locate perfumes. 
“They vary according to the terms ofa 
contract.” 

As Botindari points out, staying true 
to quality doesn’t mean you have to 
wear only the Shalimar or White 
Shoulders that your grandmother 
favored; the venerable fragrance firms 
that brought us the classics also offer 
many new scents, such as Jardins de 
Bagatelle, by Gerlaine.

graduating from high school in 
Merrick, New York, out on Long 
Island. He didn’t have to waste any 
time deciding on a career; from an early 
age, he says, he knew that “designing 
clothing was the only thing I ever really 
wanted to do.” A brief career as a child 
model at the age of five and a fashion- 
model mother who “did a lot of 
shopping” gave Kors an early taste of 
the fashion industry. “I was always 
drawing, starting when I was very 
little,” he recalls. “I found that I liked 
drawing clothes, and at about 11 or 121 
realized that was my passion — 
designing was what I definitely wanted 
todo.” 

He moved into Manhattan “‘literally 
one day after graduation” to study at 
the Fashion Institute of Technology, 
but after only one semester he left 
school to strike out on his own.

The Phoenix spent an afternoon 
talking with Kors in his 
studio/showroom about his career, his 
ideas, and his clothing.

Q: Why did you decide to deviate 
from the design-career route — that is, 
by dropping out of FIT? 

A: I think what probably happened 
was that I expected so much more from 
school, and the preliminary first 
semester kind of bored me. It was all 
very basic. I had been doing this so 
much that I had a look already. I spoke 
to a teacher there about it, and she said 
that perhaps I would be more excited if 
I was actually working in the industry, 
and I'd probably learn more. So I left 
school and went to work. 

Q: What was your first job? 

A: Well, it was kind of weird. While 
I was in school I was working part-time 
for a boutique on 57th Street and Fifth 
Avenue called Lothar’s. They only 
carried their own collection, which was 
all French imports, very casual things.

metallic patterns, art prints, 
brocades, and muted 
paisleys. 

In men’s wear, roomy 
new-wave shapes are being 
phased out and more 
conservative lines are 
moving in. Suit jackets are 
narrower and feature 
widened lapels and subtly 
nipped-in waists. In men’s 
sportswear, even the 
trendier looks — Western, 
rustic, and “varsity” styles 
— are restrained. 

As far as building a look 
goes this season, a great deal 
of emphasis is being placed 
on combining this year’s 
options in accessories.

When I dropped out of school, I didn’t 
know exactly what I was going to do, 
but my automatic response was that I 
was going to work for a “big designer.” 

Q: Was there anyone whose work 
you particularly admired? 

A: Well, yes, but different people for 
different things. At that time, I was 
particularly excited by the fact that 
Calvin Klein had really put American 
clothes on the map, in a worldwide 
sense.

design all the merchandise in the store?” 

Q: Isn’t that an unusually lucky 
break for a young designer? 

A: Oh, it was the best. I mean, it 
came out of the blue, and I was given 
carte blanche. I could basically do 
anything I wanted. It was in a store 
situation, rather than wholesale, so if 
we made a mistake, it wasn’t a huge 
mistake — maybe three or four pieces. 
The opportunity was really great, 
because it got to the point where, in 
addition to doing the clothes, I sold the 
clothes, and I did the windows, I 
worked with them on the advertising — 
I did a little bit of everything. It taught 
me a lot about the mechanics of the 
industry, not just about being a 
manufacturer — what it is that makes 
people want something. 

Q: What sort of customers were you 
dealing with? 

A: Because of where the store was, I 
got to see a lot of different types of 
women, not just one specific kind of 
customer. We had a very sophisticated, 
very varied clientele. 

Q: What did you learn from dealing 
with customers on the retail level? 

A: First ofall, you learn that all your 
perceptions of how certain people dress 
— women from the South, or 
Europeans — all break down ata 
certain level. There really isn’t that vast 
a difference. A woman with style, 
sophisticated, who likes to travel — she 
could be from Laredo, Texas, or Paris 
or Chicago or New York. That showed 
me right away that I didn’t have to 
think in terms of different styles for 
different places. Also, I had always 
liked very simple clothes, visually. But 
seeing them on customers proved to me 
that there was more to it than just the 
visual side of it. If something’s very 
simple, you can sell it to 25 different 
people, and they’ll all look different in 
it. They'll all accessorize it differently, 
they'll all wear it differently. It has that 
versatility. 

Q: Do you think that quality is a 
fundamental ideal in fashion? 

A: It works. I think people are 
becoming more and more self- 
confident, women especially. They 
don’t want someone to say, “This is 
what you must wear’; nor is the 
ultimate compliment to say, “Oh, your 
dress is beautiful.”’ Now, it’s, “You 
look terrific.” Simple clothes enable 
you to look at the woman, not at the 
dress. 

Q: Is it important for a woman to 
have a strong sense of personal style to 
wear your Clothes well? 

A: No. I think it’s my job to make 
people who don’t have that personal 
style look like they do and be able to get 
on with their lives. I think a lot of the 
people who buy these clothes really 
Continued on page 28 
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aren’t interested in fashion — they 
want something comfortable, simple, 
and practical, but they don’t want to be 
staid-looking or boring. They want 
something that’s got a little snap to it. 
The other thing is, at the price point of 
clothes these days, I think the whole 
idea of buying something that you can 
only wear once, or only one way, is just 
insane — I don’t care how much money 
you have. 

Q: Throwaway chic, then, has no 
place in your professional vocabulary? 

A: Not particularly. Quite honestly, 
I think there’s something great about 
fun clothes, when they’re inexpensive. 
But when you’re making a major 
investment, you want to hold on to it 
for a while. Too many people have 
been burned by buying something that 
was very expensive, and they wear it 
once or twice and then start to feel a 
little outdated in it. 

Q: How do you avoid trendiness in 
your designs? Do you have a trademark 
look or color palette? 

A: Soto speak, I do. The core of 
every collection is always black. I’ve 
worked around other neutrals also — 
taupe or gray or cream or navy. And 
then I will use other colors as the accent 
or accessory. I think it’s the only

practical way to dress. That doesn’t 
mean you have to wear black every day. 
This fall we did some real color that 
would normally be thought of asa 
spring palette — pale peach, pale 
yellow, pale pink. Not only in blouses 
— we did peach cashmere coats. If your 
wardrobe is predominantly beige and 
gray and black, that peach coat works 
almost like a scarf. That’s a constant 
thread that runs through all the 
collections. 

Q: How did you get here, to this 
position in the industry, from Lothar’s? 
A: I stayed there for two years and 
soaked up as much as I could, as far as 

learning. And then I got prodded by 
some members of the press, who 
suggested that perhaps it was time to 
strike out on my own. So I decided to 
put together a small collection of 
samples, show them to the press and to 
Bergdorf Goodman in New York. And 
if their responses were good, I decided I 
would leave Lothar’s and forge ahead. 
As it turned out, the magazines were 
very happy with it and I got an order 
right away. 

Q: Is this a fairy-tale success story 
for a new designer? 

A: I guess it happened kind of 
quickly, but then, I’d been in business 
for two and a half years. I don’t think 
it’s so mucha fairy tale as it is just the 
way things happened to fall together for 
me. When I started my own business, I 
knew nothing about the rules of the 
industry. I didn’t know that you called 
buyers — that you solicited your 
business that way — I didn’t know 
about shipping, or manufacturing, any 
of that. I only knew what kind of 
clothes I wanted to make. 

Q: How did this lack of experience 
affect the way things progressed for 
you? 

A: Actually, I think it helped. We 
didn’t have to follow any preconceived 
rules, and I think — as cliché as it may 
sound — rules are made to be broken. 
The first season, all the clothes we 
made were black or brown. It never 
occurred to me that someone might not 
like black or brown. This, to me, was 
just the ultimate way to look that 
season and that’s what I did. Then, the 
second season in business, I did a resort 
collection that was all white. 

Q: Was that a mistake? 

A: Not particularly. All the retailers 
I sold to were very forward-thinking 
and wanted something different and 
special, so that was fine. We had no 
zippers, no buttons, three sizes instead 
of eight. And we went from seven stores 
in the first season to 15 in the second. 
Then I moved into this showroom and 
went full throttle ahead. It wasn’t 
Seventh Avenue, but I never wanted to 
be on Seventh Avenue.

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Q: Besides your location, there’s 
something else that sets you apart in the 
industry. Do you find people more or 
less responsive to your work because of 
your age? 

A: Actually, I think it helps. I don’t 
design the type of clothes that would 
make people say, at first glance, “Oh, 
he’s a young designer — he’s in his 20s, 
so he must design very young, cute little 
things.” I design very sophisticated, 
grown-up clothes, which is not to say 
that you have to be older to wear them. 
What’s interesting about this is, I’m 
still young enough to know how an 18- 
year-old thinks, but I also come in 
contact with a lot of people who are 
quite a bit older than I am, so I see both 
sides. 

Q: Do you think the fashions ofa 
certain period reflect what’s going on 
culturally? 

A: Definitely. A lot of people seem 
to wonder why all the designers seem to 
be doing the same thing during a 
certain season. A lot of that has to do 
with fabric — if a certain fabric is 
prevalent in the market, it’s hard to get 
around it. You work it into a silhouette 
ora shape. But I also think that any 
good designer has to get out there and 
live. Read the newspaper, go to the 
movies, listen to the radio, all of that. 
And maybe it’s not always conscious, 
but all of that filters into clothing. They 
show the changes in people’s lifestyles. 
Changes in fashion also show a reaction 
to what has happened previously in 
fashion. Last year the clothes were very 
man-tailored, this whole androgynous 
thing. Well, this year it’s gone flip-sided 
and we’ve gone very sexy and narrow. 
And sexy and narrow makes a lot of 
sense, because people are spending 
7) a] time and effort and money on their 

| es ay rWaLin A) bodies. Also, as women become more 
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nationalities — Italian or French, for 
example — clothing is a very important 
part of their world, and it’s less 
important for us. Women are working 
in Europe, too, but not at the same rate 
that they are here. That affects the way 
they think about clothes — they'll 
spend the time, and they'll wear a skirt 
that’s so narrow they can’t get upa 
curb. Europeans may be more 
experimental, but American women 
really know what they want, so they 
probably have more ofa sense of style, 
so to speak. 

Q: Is there a prototypical Kors 
woman? Who do your clothes fit? 

A: [havea very wide variety of 
customers. There are fewer people in 
their 20s and 70s who buy the clothes, 
because they’re either not sure yet 
about how they want to look — they’re 
still experimenting — or they can’t 
wear certain clothes, clothes that are 
very bare or very narrow, for example. 
But age doesn’t have much to do with it 
anymore. More and more, I’m seeing 
women who are 55 and just don’t think, 
look, or act in a 55-year-old’s frame of 
mind. Likewise, 30 isn’t a specific way 
to look anymore. As far as height or 
weight, I try to make sure that we have 
something in each collection that’s 
going to work for a lot of different 
people. I mean, there are certain 
women whose looks I’ve always 
admired, but they’re not my 
prototypical customers. 

Q: Who do you think has an 
especially distinctive style? 

A: I adore the way Katharine 
Hepburn looks now, and has always 
looked. I love how Lauren Bacall looks 
and how Audrey Hepburn looks. All 
three of them have stuck to their guns 
— they found a look that was right for 
them, and they stuck with it. But I also 
like very extreme looks. Diana 
Vreeland looks fantastic to me. You 
don’t notice what she’s wearing but 
what she looks like. She’s another one 
who’s found her own style and kept to 
it. 

Q: Do you think people are 
becoming less obsessed with fashion 
itself, more relaxed in their approach to 
dressing? 

A: We’re becoming more relaxed 
about the rules, definitely. The whole 
idea of what’s dressy and what's not 
just doesn’t apply anymore. What one 
woman thinks of as dressy another 
woman will wear to work. And there’s 
no age thing anymore, either. What 
Gloria Steinem said on her birthday 
was great — “This is what 50 looks like 
now.” And it’s true. You have so many 
options now that you don’t have to say, 
“Oh, I need a 50-year-old’s dress.” 
Clothes really are meant to be enjoyed. 
I think people have been taking fashion 
far too seriously. I mean, let’s face it, 
it’s not art.

GLOVE STORY 


tyle, at its best, is a lasting look 

and a polished finish that 

transcends mere fashion. A 

woman with style knows that 

her accessories must go hand in 

glove with the pieces in her 
wardrobe — she may dress extravagantly or 
casually, but she always dresses. 

Warm in the winter, smashing ona 
summer evening, gloves are once again a 
staple accessory. There are fingerless punk 
gloves and beaded gauntlets, sporty pigskins 
and elbow-length French kid, and, as always, 
the classics — Italian leather lined with 
cashmere or silk. 

The new looks focus on color — there are 
luxurious leathers in rich jewel tones, as well 
as wool, lace, and iridescent satin. Gauntlet- 
style cuffs flaunt an unabashed humor, and 
sleek, bracelet-clad leather gloves bespeak an 
uncompromising elegance. 

With so many choices, shopping for gloves 
may be no small task, but a few pointers will 
make it easier. Fit is all-important: your 
fingertips should barely touch the ends of the 
glove’s fingers, and there should be no 
stretching or puckering across the back of the 
hand. Leather gloves that are just a tad tight 
will stretch with wear, conforming to the 
shape of your hand, but there is no hope for 
gloves that are too big. 

There is a trick to putting gloves on 
correctly. You should insert your hand part- 
way into the glove, sliding the thumb on 
first. Then rub gently with your other hand 
— never yank or pull from the cuff — to 
avoid stretching or pulling the leather or 
fabric. To remove your gloves, pull gently 
from the fingertips. Then, grasping fingers 
and cuffs, snap the gloves smartly to help 
retain their shape. 

Caring for leather gloves is a bit of a chore, 
but well worth the effort. They can be dry- 
cleaned or washed in mild soap and water, 
but they must be allowed to dry ona glove 
form (or your hand) so that they don’t shrivel 
beyond recognition. 

With these thoughts in mind, you’ll be 
able to saunter over to the glove counter well 
prepared. Whatever your choice this fall, you 
can be among those women whom style fits 
like a glove.
